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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments have been 
considered but are not persuasive. Concerning the finality of the office action, the Examiner disagrees with the argument that it is 
premature. The claim amendment "when the device is operating" overcame the 112, 2nd paragraph rejection of the non -final office action 
but also changed the scope of the claim. The change in scope of the claims necessiated the new grounds of rejection and the opened 
the door to the possibility of applying new prior art as well as any prior art previously cited that may still apply. The new grounds of 
rejeciton cited by the Examiner addresses this new claim limitation. The new limitation is a functional limitation that is capable of being 
performed by the combination of Contreras and Burris as stated in the final rejection. The Applicant's remaining arguments are directed to 
the fucntions of the device and not the structural differences between the device and the prior art. Therefore, claims 1 -3, 5, 7-1 8, 20-31 , 
33 and 34 remain rejected for the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
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
